£. Amend Section II to read as follows: 

"To the extent consistent with law and presidential 
directives, all Federal Agencies of the Executive Branch 
are hereby directed to take all steps necessary to assure 
cooperation in the coordination of foreign intelligence 
activities of the United States to effectuate fully tho 
purposes of the above-quoted directive and to comply with 
the provisions of paragraph 8 thereof." 

In addition to a general direction to cooperate, the Execu¬ 
tive Order should contain a specific direction to comply with 
paragraph 8, which was intended to govern the activities of 
departments and agencies other than the State, War, and Navy 
Departments•

My dear Mr. President; 

I am presenting herewith a proposed Executive order, pre¬ 
pared in this Department, entitled ''Directing the Cooperation 
of Government Agencies in the Coordination of Foreign Intelli¬ 
gence Activities of the United States." 

As you.know, paragraph 8 of your directive issued to the 
State, War and Navy Departments on January 22, 1946, states; 

"Within the scope of existing law and Presidential 
directives, other departments and agencies of the executive 
branch of tho Federal Government shall furnish such intelli¬ 
gence information relating to the national security as is in 
their possession, and as the Director of Central Intelligence 
* may from time to time request pursuant to regulations of the 
National Intelligence Authority." 

The proposed order will have the effect of bringing to 
the attention of the various Federal agencies affected by the 
directive, particularly those referred to in paragraph 8 thoroof, 
the responsibilities Imposed upon them by the passage which I 
have quoted. Publication of tho directive in an Executive order, 
with the resultant circulation thereof through the medium of 
the Federal Register and the Code 6f Federal Regulations, will 
furnish a ready means of reference to it. It would also appear 
desirable at this time to lend added formality to the establish¬ 
ment of the National Intelligence Authority,'tho Central In¬ 
telligence Group, and the office of the Director of Central 
Intelligence.

as to form and legality, and I recommend its issuanco#

DIRECTING THE COOPERATION OP- GOVERNMENT AGENCIES 
IN THE COORDINATION OP FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE 
ACTIVITIES OP THE UNITED STATES 

WHEREAS it Is in the inter>$ts of national security and 
the more effective exercise and mpre efficient administration 
of Federal foreign intelligence activities of the United States 
that the planning and development, of all Federal foreign intel¬ 
ligence activities he coordinated;: 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtuo of the authority vested in mo 
by the Constitution and the statutes, including Title I of tho 
First War Powers Act, 1941 (55 Stat. 838 ), and as Presidont of 
tho United States and Commander in Chief of the Amy and Navy 
of the United States, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

I 

The Secretary of State, the Secretary of War, and the 
Secretary of the Navy shall hereafter operate tho intelligence 
activities.of their departments pursuant to tho terms of tho 
following directive, issued to them by mo on January 22, 1946: 

"1. It is my desire, and I hereby direct, that all 
Federal foreign intelligence activities be planned, de¬ 
veloped and coordinated so as to assure tho most effective 
accomplishment of the intelligence mission related to tho 
national security. I hereby designate you, together with 
another person to be named by me as my personal representa¬ 
tive, as tho National Intelligence Authority to accomplish 
this purpose. 

"2. Within the limits of available appropriations, you 
shall each from time to -time assign persons and facilities 
from your respective Departments, which persons shall col¬ 
lectively form a Central Intelligence Group and shall, undor 
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Eho diroctioi. of a Director of Central Intelligence, assist 
the National Intelligenco Authority. The Director of Con¬ 
trol Intelligence shall be designated by me, shall bo re¬ 
sponsible to the National Intelligence Authority, and shall 
sit as a non-voting member thoroof. 

"3. Subject to the existing law, and to the direction 
and control of the National Intelligenco Authority, the 
Director of Central Intelligence shall;

Perform such other functions and duties related to 
intelligence affecting the national security as the 
President and the National Intelligence Authority may 
from time to time direct.

of your Departments as may be designated by the National In¬ 
telligence Authority shall be freely available to tho Director

ligence Authority, the operations of said intelligence
